A crowd of 100 Edmonton¬ 
ians erupted into applause and 
cheers late Sunday afternoon 
as Justin Trudeau was elected 
to lead the federal Liberal 
party. 

Trudeau, the eldest son of 
former prime minister Pierre 
Trudeau, emerged victorious, 
winning the party’s leadership 
in a landslide victoiy with more 
than 80 per cent of the vote. 

In Edmonton, politicians 
and supporters of all ages 
gathered at Marquee, which 
was decorated with Canadian

flags and white-and-red heli¬ 
um-filled balloons, to watch 
the election results and the 
41-year-old’s victoiy speech. 

“His message is one of opti¬ 
mism, of hope, of inclusion, of 
listening, and I just think Can¬ 
adians are ready for that,” said 
Anne McLellan, who served 
four terms as the Liberal mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Edmon¬ 
ton Centre. 

Raj Sherman, leader of the 
Alberta Liberal party, attended 
Sunday’s event in Edmonton 
and said Trudeau’s decisive vic¬ 


tory is good for Albertans. 

“He’s come to Alberta so 
many times in this leadership 
race. That for me is a veiy good 
sign,” Sherman said. 

Past Edmonton Centre Lib¬ 
eral candidate Mary MacDonald 
helped organize Sunday’s view¬ 
ing party and said Trudeau is a 
leader who brings a great deal 
of excitement to the party. 

“He has exhibited a good 
understanding of what it takes 
to build a party. He under¬ 
stands the need to work at the 
grassroots level, to build that 
up. I think that that bodes well 
not only for the party here in 
Alberta but for the party across 
the country,” she said. 

Canadians are still two 
years away from a federal elec¬ 
tion. Trudeau is expected to en¬ 
counter his first test on Mon¬ 
day when he directs his first 
question to the prime minister 
in the House of Commons.

Faculty of 
arts won’t 
close: Dean 

The dean of the faculty of 
arts at the University of 
Alberta said the department 
isn’t going anywhere. 

“I don’t think there is any 
possibility that the faculty of 
arts is going to be eliminated 
in these budget cuts,” said 
Lesley Cormack. 

“I think that would be 
quite a bizarre solution 
because the faculty of arts 
is one of the biggest and 
strongest faculties at the 
University of Alberta.” 

Cormack’s comments 
come after Donna Wilson, 
president of the Association 
of Academic Staff University 
of Alberta, warned last week 
of major downsizing at the 
institution and said entire 
faculties risk closure. 

Wilson singled out the 
faculty of arts, stating the 
department was left won¬ 
dering if they were going 
to survive in light of radical 
cuts to post-secondary 
education. 

Cormack said that’s sim¬ 
ply not the case, noting the 
faculty of arts has more than 
6,000 students and a 96 per 
cent placement rate of gradu¬ 
ates after graduation. 

“There is a perception 
that a BA is not a useful 
degree, whereas it is an entry 
into the most exciting jobs 
you could imagine,” said 
Cormack. 

Students enrolled in the 
institution’s arts faculty 
can earn both majors and 
minors in a wide range of 
programs including cre¬ 
ative writing, criminology, 
economics, psychology, 
drama, religious studies 
and film studies.

City wants to pay 
2 firms for 1 job 


Double down. 

Councillors consider 
paying two bidders to 
develop ideas for river 
valley development 


City councillors will look at two 
options for bringing people 
from Jasper Avenue into the 
river valley, but there are big 
hurdles standing in the way. 

In a report going to coun¬ 
cil’s executive committee Mon¬ 
day, administration recom¬ 


mends paying two companies 
to further develop their ideas, 
with even the losing bidder re¬ 
ceiving $150,000. 

Rob Marchalc, the city’s 
director of sustainable de¬ 
velopment, said it is not un¬ 
usual for the city to do some¬ 
thing like this. 

“This is a common tool 
when you get into situations 
(like) this and you feel like 
you need more information,” 
he said. 

One of the companies is pro¬ 
posing a gondola system, while 
the other is looking at both 
gondola options and a tracked 
hmicular. Both projects would 
bring people from 104 Street 
and Jasper Avenue down into 


the river valley at the Rossdale 
power plant. 

Coun. Kim Krushell said she 
is a little waiy of paying both 
companies rather than just ten¬ 
dering the project. 

“In my mind, I wonder why 
aren’t we just going with one 
and saving the cash,” she said. 

Earlier this year, councillors 
received a report saying repur¬ 
posing the Rossdale area to a 
commercial area could cost as 
much as $90 million, and just 
stabilizing the buildings on the 
site would cost $7 million. 

Krushell said council is 
going to have to look at the 
whole picture. 

“We are going to have to 
look at this within the overall

Leadership race. 

Justin Trudeau seizes 
victory, but now must 
deliver on the hype 


Justin Trudeau will walk into 
the House of Commons on 
Monday as the new leader of 
the Liberal party — with ex¬ 
pectations for him flying as 
high as his decisive victoiy in 
the leadership race. 

Trudeau handily won the 
job that his late father, Pierre 
Trudeau, held for 16 years in 
the 20th century. His victoiy, 
then, is already historic: A rare 
family dynasty in the making 
in Canadian politics. 

But the task now facing 
Trudeau is the more pressing 
question about the future: 
Whether he can rebuild the 
Liberals from their third-place 
standing back to the powerful 
political force they once were 
in Canada. 

Before about 1,000 cheer¬ 
ing Liberals gathered in Ot¬ 
tawa on Sunday night, Tru¬ 
deau said that task shouldn’t 
be underestimated. 

“Let us be clear-eyed about 
what we have accomplished. 
We have worked hard and we 
have had a great campaign. 
We are united, hopeful and

resolute in our purpose,” he 
said. “But know this: We have 
won nothing more and noth¬ 
ing less than the opportunity 
to work even harder.” 

Trudeau conducted a 
leadership campaign that at¬ 
tracted nearly viral levels of 
public attention and crowds 
of adoring fans: 10,000 volun¬ 
teers alone and thousands of 
new party supporters signed 
up in the past six months. 

He served notice that he 
intends to campaign as Liberal 
leader in the same way as he 
campaigned for the job: With 
optimism rather than nega¬ 
tivity, and beyond the nasty, 
personal partisanship that 
prevails in Ottawa. 

Trudeau will be in the Com¬ 
mons on Monday to take up 
his role as leader and to face 
reporters’ questions in the foy¬ 


er afterward. His campaign ad¬ 
visers said he intends to spend 
the next few weeks putting a 
transition plan in place. 

Trudeau said he’s ready 
for the Conservatives’ now- 
familiar brand of attack ads on 
Liberal leaders. 


“The Conservative Party 
will now do what it does. It 
will try to spread fear. It will 
sow cynicism. It will attempt 
to convince Canadians that we 
should be satisfied with what 
we have now,” Trudeau said in 
his acceptance speech. 


The New Democrats, keen 
to keep the Liberals down in 
third place, will also have Tru¬ 
deau in their sights as they 
present themselves as the 
main progressive opposition 
to the Conservatives.

Justin Trudeau is the 
Liberals’ undisputed star, 
sweeping more than 80 
per cent of the available 
points in a final field of 
six candidates. 

Liberal MP Joyce 
Murray, whose leader¬ 
ship platform included 
co-operating with New 
Democrats and Greens to 
unseat Harper in the next 
election, finished a veiy 
distant second behind 
Trudeau with 10 per cent 
of the vote. 

Just the prospect of the 
fluidly bilingual Montreal 
MP’s victoiy had already 
boosted the Liberals back 
into contention in public- 
opinion surveys. They are 
now running even with 
or ahead of the ruling 
Conservatives. 

The Conservative party 
immediately put out a 
release congratulating 
Trudeau on his leadership 
win and then slamming 
his inexperience.

Rehtaeh Parsons* death must bring change: Protesters 



Local residents and members 
of an international hacktivist 
group called for justice and so¬ 
cial change during a protest in 
honour of a Cole Harbour teen 
who took her own life. 

“There’s a responsibility by 
the public in the way kids are 
brought up,” said a masked 
member of Anonymous on 
Sunday, referring to the four 
boys who allegedly raped Reh¬ 
taeh Parsons when she was 15. 

“But there’s also a respon¬ 
sibility by the judicial system to 
act when there’s a problem and 
do a thorough investigation, 


which is not what happened 
here.” 

About 100 people joined the 
protest outside Halifax police 
headquarters Sunday. 

“We urge the RCMP to ... 
send a veiy clear message that 
this behaviour will not be toler¬ 
ated,” said one protester, Dave, 
as the crowd cheered. 

Kim Wall, 45, said it’s time 
for parents and other adults to 
start teaching young boys and 
men responsibility for their 
own behaviour. 

“I’m really tired of phrases 
like ‘Boys will be boys,”’ she 


said, after sharing several per¬ 
sonal anecdotes of sexual vio¬ 
lence. 

“It is time that we start 
teaching our sons respect so 
that we’re not all teaching our 
daughters to protect them¬ 
selves against those sons.” 

In Toronto, a small group 
held a candlelight vigil at Dun- 
das Square. The participants 
included victims of sexual vio¬ 
lence and a man whose daugh¬ 
ter was recently murdered by 
her ex-boyfriend. They called 
for change in the way rape and 
domestic violence are treated

$18 million annually 


7-year break on gun 
licence fees to end 

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment is ending a seven-year 
waiver on gun licence 
renewal fees next month 
in an effort to collect about 
$18 milhon annually from 
firearms owners. 

The changes were quietly 
posted in the Canada Gazette 
on the weekend that restore 


the $60 licence fee for non- 
restricted weapons. 

Two other measures will 
be extended by one year: Gun 
owners who let their posses¬ 
sion-only licences expire will 
still be allowed to re-apply 
without having to pay to go 
through a safety course; as 
will an amnesty on criminal 
charges for failing to license 
or register non-restricted 
weapons for people “who 
were taking steps to comply.”

Women getting 
poor HIV care: Study 

British Columbian research¬ 
ers have found that women 
with HIV-AIDS are more 
likely than men to receive 
sub-standard treatment. 

Tracking nearly 3,900 
people who were starting 
antiretroviral drug regimens, 
The B.C. Centre for Excel¬ 
lence in HIV-AIDS found 


women were 25 per cent 
more likely to get sub-opti¬ 
mal care. 

Nearly half of the women 
in their first year of treat¬ 
ment hadn’t been tested to 
see if they’d be resistant to 
the drugs, compared to 36 
per cent of cases among men. 
The study also found that 
women were given drug regi¬ 
mens that were not recom¬ 
mended for their particular 
cases nearly twice as often as 
men. the Canadian press

Canada’s beartrade 
may aid poachers 

Russian officials are 
concerned that polar-bear 
poachers in their countiy 
are using Canadian docu¬ 
ments to disguise illegally 
hunted pelts. 

Nikita Ovsyanilcov, one of 
Russia’s top polar-bear scien¬ 
tists, claims that Canadian 
documents required to bring 


hides into the countiy are 
being pulled off shipments 
and sold separately. The 
certificates are then applied 
to skins from Russian bears 
to make them appear legally 
hunted and imported. 

Russian officials used con¬ 
cerns over the documents to 
argue that all trade in polar- 
bear parts should be banned, 
during a recent meeting of 
the Convention on Inter¬ 
national Trade in Endangered

Woman dies after 
25 rescuers take 5-6 
hours bringing her off 
mountain where she 
was buried in snow 


A woman who had been bur¬ 
ied in 1.5 metres of snow 
has died, and one man was 
still missing Sunday mor¬ 
ning after a pair of spring 
avalanches struck separate 
groups hiking in the moun¬ 
tains east of Seattle, author¬ 
ities in Washington state 
said. 

Sgt. Katie Larson, with 
the King County Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice, said a team of rescuers 
worked through the night in 
blizzard-lilce conditions to 
cariy the female snowshoer 
off the mountain just after 
midnight. 

She was not moving 
and had been in and out of 
consciousness. Medics con¬ 
firmed that she had died 
when they reached the base 
of the mountain, Larson said. 

“The conditions yesterday 
were horrific,” Larson said 
Sunday. “It took 25 rescuers 
about five to six hours” to 
bring her off the mountain. 

The woman, whose iden¬ 
tity was not known, had 
been hiking with her dog 
near a group of a dozen other 
people Saturday afternoon 
when an avalanche hit Red 
Mountain near Snoqualmie 
Pass. 

She had been buried but 
was dug out with the help 
of a group of a dozen snow- 
shoers, who had also been 
caught in the avalanche.

16 hurt in tour-bus crash 



A tour bus carrying visitors 
from Yosemite National Park 
was travelling at an unsafe 
speed when the driver lost 
control and crashed on a 
mountain road, leaving 16 
people injured, the Califor¬ 
nia Highway Patrol said Sun¬ 
day. 

The bus was about nine 
kilometres outside the park 
when it went off Highway 41, 
a winding mountain road, 


and crashed about 6 p.m. Sat¬ 
urday. It came to a stop when 
it hit a tree, CHP Officer Scott 
Jobinger said. 

Fifteen passengers and a 
tour guide suffered minor to 
moderate injuries. 

“At this point the cause 
was the bus was travelling 
at unsafe speed and went off 
the road,” Jobinger said. 

CHP Sgt. Edward Green 
said the impact of the crash 


caused several passengers to 
be thrown to the driver’s side 
of the bus, with the bus stop¬ 
ping when it hit the tree. 

“If the tree wasn’t there to 
stop the bus, it would have 
continued down the ravine,” 
Greene said. 

The 15 injured passengers, 
described as mostly elderly, 
and a tour guide were taken 
to local hospitals for treat¬ 
ment.

Death toll rises 
to 13 in China 
bird-flu outbreak 


New strain. Head of 
WHO’s China office 
says he expects more 
cases of H7N9 virus 


Two more people have died 
in China from a new strain 
of bird flu, raising the death 
toll from the virus to 13, state 
media reported Sunday. 

The official Xinhua News 
Agency said the two deaths 
were reported in Shanghai and 
that three new cases were also 
confirmed in the financial hub. 
A total of 11 new cases were 
reported Sunday — including 
two in a central province that 
previously had been unaffect¬ 
ed. In all, 60 cases of the virus, 
known as H7N9, have been re¬ 
ported in China. 

The two cases reported 
Sunday followed an announce¬ 


ment Saturday that a seven- 
year-old girl had become the 
first person in the capital to be 
infected with the virus. 

A World Health Organiza¬ 
tion official said Sunday that 
it wasn’t surprising that the 
virus had spread to Beijing. Mi¬ 


chael O’Leary, head of WHO’s 
office in China, said it’s not the 
case that eveiyone confirmed 
to be infected was “clustered 
in one small area.” 

“We still expect that there 
will be other cases,” he said.

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Copyright collective to battle universities 


Whose lines are they 
anyway? Expert says 
legal action intended 
to 'scare' schools into 
relicensing 


There’s a battle brewing in Can¬ 
adian academia. 

On one side stands Access 
Copyright, a collective that has 
provided institutions access to 
a pool of protected intellectual 
work for more than two dec¬ 
ades while distributing royal¬ 


ties to the writers, artists and 
publishers it represents. 

On the other is a group of 
universities that no longer feel 
the need to pay for the services 
offered by the collective, opting 
instead to navigate the world 
of intellectual-property rights 
without a middle agent. 

Tensions are threatening to 
boil over as Access Copyright 
takes one of Canada’s largest 
universities to court, a move 
some see as a warning to others 
who have ended relations with 
the agency. 

Access Copyright is claim¬ 


ing Toronto’s York University, 
which opted out of an agree¬ 
ment with the collective, has 
improperly been reproducing 
and authorizing the copying of 
protected works. 

The issue goes beyond a 
single institution. Access Copy¬ 
right has also filed two applica¬ 
tions to the Copyright Board 
of Canada requesting tariffs 
that would require schools and 
universities that don’t have an 
agreement with Access Copy¬ 
right to pay to use works the 
agency handles the rights for. 

Institutions wouldn’t have 


to pay the tariff if they have 
direct licence agreements with 
publishers, use openly access¬ 
ible work or copy a portion of 
a work small enough to be con¬ 
sidered “fair dealing.” 

The situation could have 
wide-ranging implications. 

“At the end of the day, if Ac¬ 
cess Copyright is successful — 
although I have to say that ... 
seems unlikely — we’re talking 
about millions and millions of 
dollars being paid by taxpay¬ 
ers to this group,” said Michael 
Geist, an expert on intellectual 
property, the Canadian press

Tax-haven lists 
prompt disclosures 



Wealthy Canadians with 
money stashed overseas 
have come forward in 
droves to confess their 
misdeeds after secret lists 
began circulating with the 
names of people apparently 
evading taxes in foreign 
banking havens. 

The Canada Revenue 
Agency has seen the num¬ 
ber of voluntaiy disclo¬ 
sures of foreign, unreported 
income rise dramatically 
since 2007, when it received 
the first such list from 
Liechtenstein naming 106 
Canadians with accounts in 
secretive banks there. 

The agency in 2010 re¬ 


ceived another list from the 
French government with 
information about more 
than 1,000 Swiss accounts 
at HSBC Private Bank (Swiss) 
SA, all linked to Canadian 
taxpayers. 

And Revenue Minister 
Gail Shea is pursuing yet an¬ 
other massive list, acquired 
recently by the CBC, that 
the public broadcaster says 
contains the names of 450 
Canadians with money in 
foreign tax havens. 

The agency’s voluntaiy 
disclosures program encour¬ 
ages taxpayers who have 
deliberately or inadver¬ 
tently failed to pay their 
taxes to come forward. If 
the disclosure is accepted, 
penalties are waived and no 
legal action is taken, as long 
as back taxes are paid. 

The program has seen a 
spike in disclosures of off¬ 
shore accounts since 2007, 
to a record 4,064 in 2011-12 
— more than double the 
level three years earlier. 

Depositing funds in a 
foreign tax haven is not 
against the law in Canada, 
but failing to report any 
income related to such ac¬ 
counts is.

Melka, who has been re¬ 
structuring and refocusing 
Redline over the past three 
years, notes that oilfields are 
too big and remote to monitor 
by cellphone or a short-range 
Wi-Fi network.

The new horror film App. 

Viewers download an 
app on their smartphones, 
which uses a digital audio 
cue — inaudible to human 
ears — that sends texts 
and other surprises tied to 
what’s on screen. The film’s 
producer hopes it will 
“transform cinema around 
the world.” 

He’s not alone. A survey 
by Nielsen in June 2012 re¬ 
vealed that 41 per cent of 
tablet users and 38 per cent 
of smartphone users fiddle 
with their devices while 
watching TV. 

Studios believe if they 
can target the audience to 
their products, they can not 
only enhance the viewing 
experience but gain more 
viewers. 

This isn’t the first time 
we’ve seen the second 
screen experience. 

U.S. channel AMC offers a

Moses Gates has friends in 
veiy high places, the lowest 
of low places and everywhere 
in between. Part of a close- 
knit network of urban explor¬ 
ers, he has climbed the Notre 
Dame Cathedral, surveyed 
the depths of the Parisian 
catacombs, braved playing 
frogger in metro systems the 
world over — and lived to 
tell the tales in his memoir 
Hidden Cities. Not without 
some ego — he boasts mem¬ 
bership to an exclusive club 
of daredevils who’ve had sex 
on top of bridges — and not 
without breaking the law, 
the city planner admits that 
it’s the unplanned moments 
that make for fantastic voya¬ 


ges. We ask him about fear 
factors, factory tourism and 
Faceboolc. 

People often seek to travel 
“off the beaten path/' But 
you do a lot of travelling 
where there’s no actual path 
to begin with. What’s the 
draw? 

Places are popular for a rea¬ 
son. The problem with tour¬ 
ism isn’t the places you’re 
going to, it’s the way that 
tourism is conducted. The 
more people that travel to a 
place, the more it becomes 
commodified, which leads 
to it being more expensive, 
controlled and cynical. The 
places are still amazing — 
the Roman Colosseum, for 
example — but if you go 
to the coliseum in Tunisia, 
where Gladiator was filmed, 
it’s just as incredible a monu¬ 
ment, but there’s less tour¬ 
ists, there’s not a subway 
stop there — it’s a different 
experience. 

Most of the adventuring 


you describe in the book, 
you didn’t do alone. But 
what if you go to a place 
where you have no con¬ 
nections? How would you 
navigate a city solo? 

I run into a bunch of great 
characters while travelling 
and I love writing them, but 
I would say two-thirds of the 
time I’m alone. If you’re on 
the backpacker trail, it’s easy 
to find people to go around 
with. One of the tricks I al¬ 
ways used is that in every 
hostel or backpacker bar, 
there’s always an extrovert. 
Sometimes they’re fun, some¬ 
times they’re jerks, but al¬ 
ways attach yourself to that 
person for two reasons. One, 
that person always talks to 
the locals; two, that person 
almost never has any ac¬ 
tual ideas, they just get into 
things. That’s one of the ways 
to do it. Getting invested in a 
subculture is another. Start 
forming a network. It’s so 
easy to do with the Internet. 
Mine happened to be urban 
exploration, but it could be 
anything. 


You acknowledge in the 
book that there’s an inher¬ 
ent egotism that comes 
with travelling off the grid. 
What keeps you humble? 

I know so many people who 
do much more badass s— 
than me. I love what we do 
and what I do, but we’re 
not curing cancer, we’re not 


jumping from outer space, 
we’re not Sir Edmund Hillary 
or anything — we just prob¬ 
ably push the envelope more 
than your average traveller. 
We’re skilled hobbyists. I just 
see myself as a person who is 
curious and had a period in 
life where he was fairly risk- 
adverse and wanted to find 
it. If urban exploration was

House of Cards writer 
says it's time to 
rethink the way people 
consume and view 
television 


It’s time to rethink the way 
TV shows are released to the 
small screen, says House of 
Cards writer Beau Willimon. 

Voracious viewers increas¬ 
ingly refuse to be bound to 
the TV schedule, so why not 
give them what they want 
when possible, says the Os¬ 


car-nominated scribe, who 
co-wrote the George Clooney 
film Ides of March. 

Netflix released the entire 
first season of Willimon’s pol¬ 
itical drama on its streaming 
service earlier this year and 
plans to do the same with the 
upcoming horror Hemlock 
Grove and rebooted comedy 
Arrested Development. 

“There’s no reason for 
shows to be done week-to- 
week anymore,” Willimon 
says in a recent interview 
from Costa Mesa, Calif. 

“That harkens back to the 
days of live television when 
the cameras had to roll at a 
certain night at a certain time

and it was being broadcast 
live. And then you move to 
shows being pre-taped with 
live studio audiences ... and 
people were conditioned for 
a certain night and a certain 
time and that’s how you sold 
advertising.” 

Subscription-fuelled net¬ 


works including HBO, The 
Movie Network and Movie 
Central make their money 
by signing up viewers, rather 
than advertising. They would 
be best primed to shift to the 
all-at-once release, he says. 

“There’s absolutely no 
reason to do a week-to-week 
release with that model. The 
only argument to be made 
is that there is a marketing 
strategy in which over 10 
weeks you’re able to build a 
sort of slow burn marketing 
campaign and the show re¬ 
mains relevant in the press 
for a 10-weelc period,” he says. 

“But we didn’t do that and 
I’m still on the phone with

(press) eight weeks after we 
launched all 13 of our epi¬ 
sodes. So I can make the argu¬ 
ment that there’s ways to stay 
relevant for just as long as a 
show that’s doing it week-to- 
week.”

A tablet or large screen

Did you even 
register the humour of it at 
the time? 

Yes! I was so fixated on it that I 
missed some of the emotional 
moment. And that, I would say, 
is something I do. 

You write about investigat¬ 
ing your genealogy. How has 
adopting a child affected your 
thoughts about it? 

I’ve been in conferences about 
it and they say, “In this room of 
300 people, if you go back five 


generations, you’ll have one 
person in common with all of 
you.” You’re related to eveiy- 
one. It’s terribly meaningful. 
And also completely meaning¬ 
less. When I adopted Mulan, I 
felt like I had to not care about 
my family histoiy. But then I 
realized I do care. 

I just took my niece and 
nephew to the cemeteiy 
and said, “This is your great 
grandfather.” Mulan added, 
“And my great grandfather.” 
I replied, “Yes!” But then I 
thought, “Is it?” It’s a grey 
area.

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Dinner. Rosemaiy Lamb 
Tagine with Chickpeas 



This recipe serves eight, matthew mead/ the associated press 


One of the original slow cook¬ 
ers — the tagine. 

At heart, these conical 
cooking pots from Morocco 
are similar to a Dutch oven, 
at least in terms of how they 
are intended to be used. The 
base is shallow, similar to a 
saute pan. This is topped with 
a cone-shaped lid. The base is 
heated directly on the stove, 
giving the cook not only the 
ability to sear meat, but also 
to finely tune the temper¬ 
ature. 


Many tagines are ceramic, 
but some are cast iron. 

Once the ingredients are 
seared and liquid is added, 
the lid is placed on the base, 
the heat is adjusted to main¬ 
tain a simmer and the cook 
can walk away. The shape of 
the lid is designed to allow 
steam to gather and condense 
at the top, then drip back 
down into the food. 

The result is near flawless 
slow cooking that results in 
moist, tender meats. 


Ingredients 


• 2 tbsp olive oil 

• l large yellow onion, diced 

• 1 head garlic, minced 

• 2 lbs lamb leg or stew meat, 
trimmed of fat and cut into 
l-inch pieces 

• 2 tbsp chopped fresh rose¬ 
mary 

• 15-oz can chopped or diced 
tomatoes 

• 15-oz can chickpeas, drained 

• 3/4 cup chicken broth 

• Salt and ground black pepper 

• 1 lemon, cut into wedges 

• Chopped fresh parsley, to 
garnish 

• Plain Greek yogurt, to serve 


1. In the base of a tagine or 
large Dutch oven over medium- 
high, heat the oil. Add the on¬ 
ion and garlic, then saute until 
tender and lightly browned, 
about 2 to 3 minutes. Add the 
lamb and brown on all sides, 
about 15 minutes. 

2. Stir in the rosemaiy, to¬ 
matoes, chickpeas and broth, 
then bring to a simmer. Cover, 
reduce heat to maintain a bare 
simmer and let cook for 2 
hours, or until the lamb is fork 
tender. 

3. Season with salt and pepper, 
then divide between serving 
plates. Squeeze 1 or 2 lemon 
wedges over each serving, then 
top with parsley and a dollop of 
yogurt.

Chances are, you’ll make be¬ 
tween five and eight career 
changes before you retire — 
and according to Stefan Danis, 
CEO of Mandrake and NEXCa- 
reer, it will be your transferable 
skills that will net you the next 
job. 

“In fact, “ says Danis, “unless 
you work in a highly special¬ 
ized area, having these generic 
skills may be the difference be¬ 
tween getting a job or promo¬ 
tion, or not.” 

Simply put, transferable 
skills are the versatile skills 
— sometimes thought of as 
“soft skills” — that will serve 
you well in many different 
roles. You learned these skills 
at school, through social inter¬ 
actions, playing sports and just 
plain living. Here are the trans¬ 
ferable skills Danis looks for: 

Emotional intelligence 

El is the ability to relate to 
people. It includes skills such 
as empathy, participation, col¬ 
laboration, communication 
and negotiation. Being able to 
perceive, control and evalu¬ 
ate emotions is important in 
certain job functions. “I think 
El and interpersonal skills are 
increasingly a focus in school 
because today the workplace 
is more about teamwork than 
ever before.” 

Resiliency quotient 

You don’t control many work¬ 
place changes, but you do con¬ 
trol how you respond to these 


changes. “The change gets com¬ 
municated and then there’s 
that time delay between the 
communication and your buy- 
in ... how much time that takes 
is determined by how resilient 
you are,” says Danis. People 
with a high resiliency quotient 
are flexible, adaptable and can 
multi-task. “Unfortunately, 
many people are change-ad- 
verse. They don’t react well 
and get stuck when their jobs 
or agenda change.

Leadership skills

Analytical skills 

This is your willingness to look 
at the details of a situation from 
all angles and put together a re¬ 
sponse to what you see. “Rather 
than get overwhelmed or miss 
patterns of what’s in front of 
them, someone with strong 
analytical skills can make sense 
of what appears complex. There 
may be numerous approaches 
and usually there is one better 
answer for an organization. 
If you have strong analytical 
skills you’ll get to that answer 
quickly,” Danis says. 

Multicultural sensitivity

“That’s 
a staggering figure, but with a 
little planning you can ensure 
that you and your family pro¬ 
tect health and home. 

Here are some focused ac¬ 
tivities that will help prevent 
water damage: 

Inside your home 

• Install backwater valves or 
plugs for drains, toilets and 
other sewer connections. 


• Move valuable items to up¬ 
per floors from the basement. 

• Prepare a detailed home 
inventoiy. This will help you 
and your insurer keep track of 
your valuables in the event of 
a loss. 

• Use water-resistant building 
materials below ground level. 

Outside your home 

• Ensure proper lot grading. If 
possible, build up the ground 
around your house so water 
can drain away from your 
basement walls.

Take the time. Report the 
crime. That’s the message to 
consumers from Insurance 
Bureau of Canada (IBC). 

IBC’s goal is to reduce in¬ 
surance fraud. According to 
the Ontario Auto Insurance 
Anti-Fraud Task Force Final 
Report, auto insurance fraud 
in Ontario is estimated to cost 
consumers up to $1.6 billion 
per year in insurance pre¬ 
miums. These estimated costs 
do not include additional 
health-care, emergency servi¬ 
ces and court costs. 

“Consumers can help by 
learning about the different 
types of insurance fraud and 
then reporting any suspicious 
activity,” says Rick Dubin, 
IBC’s vice-president of inves¬ 
tigations. “When someone 
makes a false or exaggerated 
claim, honest policyholders 
pay for it. We all have an in¬ 
terest in reducing insurance 
fraud.” 

Five common types of in¬ 
surance fraud are: 

1 Unscrupulous auto repair 
shops that intentionally 
cause additional damage to 


a vehicle involved in an ac¬ 
cident or bill several differ¬ 
ent insurers for repairing 
the same prior damage to a 
vehicle; 

2 Medical clinics that ask 
claimants to sign blank 
accident benefit forms, then 
bill insurers for services 
never provided; 

3 Individuals who privately 
sell a stolen vehicle to an 
unsuspecting consumer after 
changing the vehicle identi¬ 
fication number to hide its 
true identity; 

4 Collisions that don’t 
seem to make sense, 
where a driver intentionally 
causes a collision with an un¬ 
suspecting driver and makes 
it look as if the innocent driv¬ 
er is at fault for the collision; 

5 Medical clinics that forge 
the signatures of legitim¬ 
ate medical practitioners and 
use their names and college 
registration numbers without 
their knowledge or consent 
on accident benefit forms and 
then bill insurers for services 
never provided.

Adam Scott became the first 
Australian to win the Mas¬ 
ters, beating Angel Cabrera 
on the second hole of a play¬ 
off on a soggy Sunday at Au¬ 
gusta National. 

The Masters went to a 
sudden-death playoff for the 
second year in a row when 
Scott and Cabrera made 


matching birdies on the 72nd 
hole. 

They both made par on the 
first extra hole, returning to 
No. 18, before Scott rolled in 
a 12-footer for birdie to win it. 

Scott pumped his fists in 
the air, screaming toward the 
grey, darkening sky, and em¬ 
braced caddie Steve Williams, 
who was on the bag for 13 of 
Tiger Woods’ 14 major titles. 

For Scott, this is the first, 
making up for his major 
meltdown at last year’s Brit¬ 
ish Open, where he bogeyed 
the last four holes to lose by a 
stroke to Ernie Els. 

“I found my way today,”

to-last group, made a 20-foot 
putt at 18 and celebrated with 
Williams as if it were over.
